Wc  learn  with  surprise  that  some  Indi 
▼iduals  in  our  town  who  are  assc-scd  for 
taxes,  are  objecting  to  pay  that  which  is 
apportioned  under,  and  according  to,  the 
Gaslight  tiSiw.  The  nambef  of  such  it  is 
true,  i*  small — about  50  out  of  1.006,  the 
collector  says  .  We  cannot  suppose  it  p  as¬ 
sible  that  any  eitixen  deliberately  intend- 
to  olwt  met  the  faith  fill  execution  of  the 
law  by  the  proper  nffl cm  But  It  scent' 
that  certain  gentlemen  have  taken  it  upon 
themselves  to  decide  that  the  operation  of 
t  lie  gaslight  la  w  ta  unequal  and  inequitable, 
therefore  they  withhold  the  gut  tax. 

This  question  h*  been  a  year  liefore  tlij# 
c -immunity  and  Iim  bean  viewid  in  all  its 
IxmnngS.  First,  si  a  -public  coafrrrnri 
meeting  ot  eiltxeoa,  the  bill  was  deitber 
ately  considered  section  by  section,  and 
passed  upon  favorably,  before  ft  went  lo 
tlia  Legislature.  After  it  In-catae  a  law  and 
wa*  ei trusted  to  the  ad  at  ini  strati  am  of  qm 
township  committee,  thrir  doings  and  rut 
lugs  under  it  were  watched  and  canvas*  -d 
by  all  whu  tall  Interest o<l  in  any  phase  of 
the  question.  Discussions  wrre  had  up 
tie  various  avpuota  In  tlto  moat  frre  and 
opvr  htnnner  end  thv  eoneluatons  reached 
and  rh<  erfully  acquiesced  in, ih«t  the  pruvi 
shuts  of  the  gaslight  law,  were  on  tin 
whole,  aa  letr  as  «p*srsl  taw  could  web  ha 
made,  and  (bat  the  decitiuna  ol  liar  town 
ship  com  a.  liter  were,  with  the  nrrptlwi 
of  two  etuiminaa  in  lighting,  tearfully  S|  • 
proved  ae  jam-  mail  aatistartory  An  it 
this  by  net  a  mere  majority  of  oar  citiaewa, 
but  by  aw  evidently  nrenrhelmiag  plural¬ 
ity  of  all  nwr  w»i'i  people. 


The  u>«  n  has  •  njnpil  the  benefit,  the 
oouifurt  and  the  credit  ol  gaslight,  daring  i 
ibc  winter,  in  tln<s»  strvwts  where  iiioat 
needed  ai  J  It  is  universally  sffnnued  to  be 
thn  great-rat  Ixj  -o  we  Irate  ever  Imd  aiucw 
thn  completion  of  our  Rad  Road  to  New 
York.  Probably  there  la  nu  luatabcr 
»  here,  on  the  introduction  of  gaa  into  a 
town,  it  hat  at  once  been  so  judiciously 
•nd  generally  diatubuted  through  every 
section.  Kroni  Tul'tsm  its  radiating 
lines  ol  light  reach  out.  like  the  poiflts 
••f  a  luminous  alar,  In  sft-s  main  dirre 
turn*  to  Morns  Hill,  to  M-ntlgomery,  to 
fl  rkely,  to  West  End,  and  to  Ituige 
wood,  with  intervening  divergent  line* 
nu  Park  Avenue,  Belleville  Avenue,  Frauk 
•in  and  Orange  Streets;  makiug  a  run 
of  eight  milts  and  including  210  street 
lamps. 

Of  course  this  involved  considerable  ex¬ 
pense  and  necessitated  an  increase  of  lax* 
tion.  But  tt  it  a  eott  that  i eat  tnco unttred 
With  our  tytt  often.  We  knew  it  w  hen  we 
applied  for  the  law  and  voted  our  assent  to 
it*  provision*.  It  it  a  eott  that  maktt  ample 
rriurnt  diff.i*iog  it*  blessing*  widely  to  the 
enjoyment  and  comfort  of  the  poorest  a* 
■veil  as  the  affluent.  It  it  a  eott  tint,  more 
tk-tn  moot  tax  iiapotUiont,  it  dittrtbultd  t 
qutlaUy,  Insuring  to  those  who  pay  in  oat 
i lie  largest  advantage.  No  one  will  deny 
that  it  enhances  the  value  ol  real  estate 
many  times  the  amount  of  the  tax.  If  it 
n  it  right  that  for  such  public,  general, 
manifest  benefits,  the  tax  should  be  rates 
Me  according  to  the  talue  ot  the  property! 
that  those  who  own  mod  should  pay  moatV 
It  ita  eott.  at  well  a*  a  benefit,  that  it  not 
dependent  up m  tht  t chi  nt,  or  spleen  or  jeal¬ 
ousy  or  aelfi-lincM  of  other  individuals. 
The  law  in  response  to  our  petition,  lias 
ordained  gaa  for  our  town,  and  has,  with 
impartiality,  designated  the  method  and 
principles  by  which  it  shall  be  provided, 
and  appointed  the  seven  eminent  rrpresen 
tative  ci turns— the  township  committee — 
»  i t It  the  a-iseaaor  and  collector,  all  of  our 
choosing,  to  carry  out  its  details. 

In  view  of  these  tacts  we  again  repeat 
that  it  is  w tih  no  little  surprise  that  wc 
learn  of  the  collector's  repulses  in  certain 
quarters  when  presenting  the  tax  bilks. 
The  community  will  think  it  cornea  with 
dl  grace  from  uicn  of  large  properly  and 
having  hitherto  A  reputation  for  public 
'pint,  to  question  principles  sowell  estab¬ 
lished  as  those  respecting  the  powers  of  the 
legislature,  and  th«  leg*lu»  of  taxatioo,  oa 
the  invitation  of  the  people  themselves  and 
t*m  gitate  the  politic,  mind  in  opposition  to 
law  so  just  and  beneficent  in  ita  working*.

We  haee  only  touched  npon  the  argu- 
ments  on  this  question  The  more  we  look 
st  it  the  more  apparent  it  it  to  us  that  we 
lutd  better  giee  the  present  law  a  fair  trial 
for  a  few  yearn. 

If  there  he  an  inequality  ia  the  division 
of  cost  it  mat  be  and  we  think  i*.  to  be 
rectified  on  the  saseavor*  books.  There  Is 
undoubtedly  need  of  a  revision  of  the 
principles  at  the  basis  uf  assessment.  O* 
this  point  we  think  the  people  ere  well 
agreed,  but  the  only  progress  we  seem  to 
be  making  toward*  a  reform  is  the  gradual 
increase  of  the  dissatisfied  and  tha  gram

There  ie  nothing  cooler  than  to  b*~nxista- 
kcn.  We  have  been  so  often  convinced  o' 
•>ur  own  fallibility  that  we  hate  learned 
lietter  than  to  take  utqbrage  at  other*  who 
differ  from  us  in  opinions,  however  marvel¬ 
ous  their  positions  may  seem  to  us  ltut 
red  there  are  ansae  things  which  i 
plain  and  clear  to  ourselves,  and  which, 
Itosidos,  aro  so  easily  demonstrate  i,  as  we 
think,  that  we  are  compelled  to  w Coder  at 
the  dogmatic  sad  inconsistent  assumptions 
uf  opponents. 

In  another  place  we  have,  with  intended 
fairness  alluded  to  the  character,  validity 
tnd  wisdom  of  the  gaslight  law.  Bat  there 
are  some  of  our  highly  respected  ritlirxi 
who.  while  they  profess  to  be  in  favor  of 
ipw,  have  assumed  an  inimical  attitude  to 
ward*  the  present  gaslight  law.  and  exprem 
a  determination  to  contest  it*  validity  and 
twseek  its  repeal  or  alteration.  At  far  a* 
they  are  truly  in  favor  of  gas  illumination 
we  of  course  agree  with  them,  but  the 
arlieme  they  would  propose  strikes  at  the 
very  root  of  the  question,  and.  as  we  will 
undertake  *to  show,  would  practically  de 
prive  of  uv  any  general  gaa  illumination 
for  oar  village.  Thv  sc  heme  of  the  com- 
plainera  is.  if  we  naderatand  them,  lat,  to 
take  from  the  Town  Oommittec  the  power 
«>f  determining  the  gas  districts,  and  of 
omrae  annul  or  abrogate  the  prescat  desig¬ 
nated  district  _ 

2nd  To  leave  the  question  of  gas  in  any 
»treet  to Itejdecided  by  tbegownera  of  prop 
••rty  in  that  street,  a  numerical  majority  of 
owner*  bring  competent  to  determine  for 
or  againstrit.  If  in  favor  of  gat.  then  that 
*tre*-t  it  to  pay  for  it ;  if  against  it,  then  the 
owners  of  propei ty  on  that  street  will  have 
no  gas  tax  to  pay.  4 

It  is  very  easy  to  show  the  utter  ineffl 
ciency  of  this  plan.  The  difficulty  of  get* 
irg  a  majority  of  the  owners  to  ague.  Borne 
will  not  see  the  necessity.  Other!  Mnnot 
-pare  the  money  this  year;  prrhapt  they 
will  nest.  Others  won’t  consent  uolesa  a 
lump  ia  placed  liefore  their  own  Ironses 
Others  will  not,  convent  nnlrts  the  light  is 
kept  I m ming  the  entire  night.  Others 
won’t  because  the  principle  of  assessment 
is  wrong.  .  These  are  konly  a  few  ol  ttkt 
difficult  ire  that  woulvl  arise.
